ciples for the future. | 


I. Then let us confider the Subſtance of this 
Day's Guilt. | 


Could it ſo have pleaſed God that we might 
have clear'd our ſelves in his Sight, without re- 
wembring this Day's Iniquity, our Concern for the 
Honour both of our Church and Nation, would 
have laid it deep in Oblivion; nor ſhould our 
Calendar ſo long have been charged with this re- 
proachful Anniverſary ! But ſince we cannot re- 

nt as we ought of this great Offence unleſs we 

eartily abhor itz ſince that very Abhorrence 
which is neceſſary to make us wndefil'd and inno- 
cent of it, muſt call it ſeverely and ungratefully 
to Remembrance; we are bound to repeat the 
Story of our Folly and Madneſs, though it be 
never ſo diſtaſiful to ſome, ſo inglorions to us 
all ! | 


But how to begin the Narrative of this fingu- 
lar, this crying Guilt ! How to deſcribe the In- 
dignities done to Religion, to Humanity, by the 
ſolemn Mockeries, the Theatrical Formalities of 
this impious Murder, is a Task too difficult for 
any one to undertake, and do Juſtice to the 


Subject ! 


This Day it was that Chriſtianity received a 


greater Blow than ever it endur'd fince our Savi- 
| B our 
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our planted it! Chriſtianity, aſſerling its divine 
Original not more by the Parity than Charity of 
its Principles; yet wreſted to countenance an 
Action ſo barbarous, that Charity with alt its 
mitigating Pleas cannot excuſe it, with all irs 
Generoſity and Patience cannot endure it! Who 
then can ſilence the juſt Rebukes of this Day ? 
Who can reſiſt the Inſults of thoſe that hate ws, 
who have ſuch an undeniable Occaſion given 
them to caſt us in the Teeth? For tho' to murder 
Kings be none of the Doctrines of a Proteſtant 
Church ; tho Schiſmatical Heads could only form 
ſuch inferual Deſigns, and rebellious Hands would 
only execute them; yet, for as much as for our 
Puniſhment they were permitted to proſper, for 
our Reproof, the whole Nation ſtands charg d 
with, and bears the Scandal. + 5 


Behold we then a King becoming more than 
Conqueror, by the brighteſt Teſt of Chriſtian 
Magnanimity, his invincible Meekneſs and Cone 
ſtancy under Sufferings ! Behold we him ſuſtain. 
ing all the Trials of injur'd and affronted Ma jc- 
ſiy ! And as it is ſaid that a skiltul Phyſiognomiſt 
foretold his diſaſtrous Reign by the unfortunate 
Lines of his Face; fo, from the very firſt his 
Government had that unhappy Aſpect, that one 
might foreſee the bloody Period in which it would 
ſet ! Behold we him launching forth into Em- 
pire under theſe original Difficulties, of a War be- 
queath'd to him by his Father, and recommended 
by Parliament; of an Exchequer empticd by 
| the 
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the improvident Bounties of his Predeceſſor; and 
of a neceſſity thereupon of layin himſelf too 
much at the Diſcretion of his People : Behold we 
them, loading him with the inauſpicious Preſents 
of Petitions, Remonſtrances, and Proteſtations; 
impeaching his Favourites, and attainting his Mi- 
niſters ; jealous to the higheſt Degree of their 
own Rights and Privileges 3 but deaf to his De- 
mands, regardleſs of his Honour, and encroach- 
ing continually upon his Prerogative ! Behold we 
him, thro' theſe obſtinate Unkind neſſes, reduc'd 
to Unprincely Straits : And if, by the ill Council of 
ſome for their own private Ends, or the Inſupe- 
rable Difficulties of State, he was forced to ſome 
few Irregularities in Government; what Amends 
was he not willing to make, even beneath his 
Dignity, and beyond his Safety! What was ever 
requir'd of him, to allay the Heats, or quiet the 
pretended Fears of his People, which he did not 
calmly, nay joyfully condeſcend too? And what 
were the Conſequences of his frequent and large 
Conceſſions, but more diſloyal Treatment, more 
inordinate Cravings ? 


But theſe, alaſs, were but the beginning of Sor- 
rom! But the Hands-breadth of that Gathering, 
that thickning Clond, which, in the end, did 
overſpread the whole Conſtitution, and burſt 
upon us all! For Faction had not yet commenc- 
ed into' Rebellion, nor imbrued its Hands in 
Blood; but when, at one bold Stroke, they had 
laid the Ax to the Root of Kingly Power, by

to their uncontrolable ſitting in Parliament; then 


were the Flood-gates open'd to irreſiſtable Miſe- 


ries | Then popular Rage grew loud and inſo- 
lent, wenacing and aſſaulting whomſoever it pleat d; 
invading the Freedom and Honour of both Houſes ; 
ſhaking off all Reverence tor Majeſty it ſelf ; and 
abbetting all FaiFious and Schiſmatical Propoſals ! 
Then thoſe Patriots who ſhew'd any Love for our 
Jeruſalem, for our Church and State were driven 
from its Defence! then were the Strengths of King 
and Kingdom fſeiz'd by Diſloyal, and put into re- 
bellious Hands ; and in a word, then was that 


War declar'd and levied againſt the King, for the - 
pretended Guilt of which, he was as this Day, 


put to death ! alien 
How, like a true Father of his People, our 
Martyr labour'd to ſheath the unnatural Sword; 
and how implacably, whenever he ſpake unto 
them of Peace, they made themſelves ready for Bat- 
the ; his conſtant Meſſages and Propoſals are not 
more an Evidence on the one Hand, than their 
unconſcionable Demands are a burning Beacon 
on the other ! His Propoſals were ſuch, as ſhew'd 
he wou'd part with all, but the Jewel of Conſci- 
ence, for the Bleſſing of Peace ! Their Demands 
were ſuch as cou'd not poſſibly be ſubmitted to, 
by the Conſcience of a Chriſtian, nor by the Ho- 
nour of a King: Nay, to ſhew that they had 
ſome Demands which the moſt harden'd Impu- 
dence con'd not, and therefore the Sword muſt 


expreſs they wou'd bind him dawn to an indefi- 


nite 


+ 
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nite Promiſe, that he ſhou'd deny them not hing 
which they wou d bereafter a. 


From thence proceeded. the Unſacceſsfulneſs of 
thoſe Treaties, which on the one ſide were ſet on 
foot, with a yearning Tenderneſs, with a bleed 
ing Paſſion for Peace, but on the other were 
meer Pretences to cover their traiterous Deſigus. 
It was not becauſe Matters con d not, but becauſe 
they ſbou d not be accommodated. Too plain it 
was where the Uſurpation lay, the arbitrary and 
tyrannical Abuſe of Government ; and therefore, 
as they were under no Neceſſitey from fear of be- 
ing compell'd, they had neither the Honeſty nor 
Intention to make Reſtitution. ; 


And as all Treaties, when they cannot be 
brought ta an happy Concluſion, break up with 
apparent, Diſadvantage to the weaker Side ; ſo 
theſe by Contrivance, as well as Conſequence, 
had moſt malignant and fatal Influence upon the 
King's Affairs. 


The Breach of the Firſt Treaty was the neceſ- 
ſary, tho' not immediate Cauſe of our Martyr's 
Captivity. For, notwithſtanding that various 
Succeſſes came between, which are all Calamities 
in a Civil War ;, yet being at length overpower'd 
by thoſe who were Enemies unto Peace, it cou d 
not not otherwiſe be expected, but that, when 
his Forces were ſcatter'd, his Perſon ſhou'd be 
ſecur'd. The laſt Treaty found him a Priſoner, 

and 
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and, as Priſons. to Princes are Chambers next the 
Grave, brought him forth to his Death. Some 
fair Probabilities there were, or rather ſome de- 
ceiving Hopes, that even at that laſt Crifs the 
national Feaver might have abated ; and that the 
publick Conſtitution, tho' much impair'd by the 
Length and Malignity of it, might have been re- 
covered: But Rebellion was now grown a Two- 
headed Monſter, and acted, for better Diſguiſe, 
with different Faces : What the conſulting Pare 
pretended to agree to, the fighting Part contradi- 
Red and deny d: At length, they all join'd in 
the Opinion, and Vote of not Addreſſing the 
King ; and that promiſing, that gilded Treaty 
— only a Lightning before our Sovereign's 
Deat 


Well ; die he muſt then, for ſo ſucceſsful Re- 
bellion would have it : Nor was it ever known 
that that Sin of Witchcraft prevail'd, but it ſur- 
feited it ſelf with Royal Blood, Of this all Ages 
and Empires have given us Examples; in this our 
own Annals are too full of Precedents : But to 
Arrain, and Try, and Condemna KING?
